VOTE  ABC 

We  must  be  alert  to  the 
myths  created  by  the  Berke¬ 
ley  Citizens  Action.  One  such 
myth  is  that  adequate  hous¬ 
ing  can  be  provided  by  rhet¬ 
oric  and  good  intentions. 
Rent  control,  a  BCA  “solu¬ 
tion,”  in  fact  does  not  solve 
the  problems  of  Berkeley’s 
renters.  Already  the  avail¬ 
ability  of  rental  housing  has 
dropped  dramatically. 

It  is  clear  from  the  way  in 
which  the  radical  incumbents 
have  addressed  our  housing 
problems,  that  they  have  re¬ 
placed  constructive  approach¬ 
es  to  problem-solving  with 
stereotyped  thinking.  They 
employ  the  very  prejudice 
they  claim  to  attack.  Stereo¬ 
typed  thinking  of  any  kind — 
whether  it  be  racial,  sexual, 
or  class,  is  dangerously  sim¬ 
plistic.  Those  who  support 
the  BCA’s  contention  that 
the  opposition  consists  of  “a 
new  coalition  of  Reagan  Re¬ 
publicans,  corporate  land¬ 
lords  and  conservative  Demo¬ 
crats”  merely  replace  the  old 
face  of  prejudice  with  a  new 
one. 

As  a  long-time  teacher  in 
Berkeley  Unified  School  Dis¬ 
trict  and  mother  of  two  chil¬ 
dren  attending  public  ele¬ 
mentary  schools  in  Berkeley, 
I  have  been  firmly  com¬ 
mitted  to  feminist  and  multi¬ 
cultural  issues  in  the  schools 
and  the  community.  I  be¬ 
lieve  that  the  task  of  main¬ 
taining  a  balance  between 
legitimate  and  diverse  inter¬ 
ests  can  be  handled  most  re¬ 
sponsively  by  the  All  Berke¬ 
ley  Coalition  candidates,  Fel¬ 
ler,  Bach,  Sweeney,  and 
Washburn.

BONDS  FOR  A 
BOONDOGGLE 

The  Guardian’s  list  of  San 
Francisco  boondoggles  (4/ 1/ 
81)  skipped  the  city’s  over- 
designed  $2.3  billion  Waste- 
water  Project.  After  all,  what 
project  is  bigger  than  this 
boondoggle  being  picked  over 
for  $48  million  a  year  by  a 
multitude  of  consultants  and 
contractors? 

In  fact,  because  the  water 
quality  benefits  do  not  justify 
the  cost  of  this  mammoth  un¬ 
dertaking,  the  federal  gov¬ 
ernment  has  reevaluated  the 
funding  priorities  for  such 
iarge-scale  projects.  Even 
MayorFeinstein,  long  a  cham¬ 
pion  of  unbridled  construc¬ 
tion,  said  (Chronicle  4/3/81) 
that  the  Crosstown  Tunnel 
costing  $300  million  is  tar¬ 
geted  for  elimination  and 
that  the  rest  of  the  system 
will  be  trimmed  down  "dras¬ 
tically.” 

The  voters  should  ask,  in 
view  of  this,  why  isSanFran- 
cisco  proceeding  to  issue  an¬ 
other  $50  million  bond  issue 
to  build  the  facilities  to  pro¬ 
cess  those  flows  once  they  a  re 
pumped  across  town  to  a  site 
near  the  Zoo?  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  is  obligating  the 
residentsof  San  Francisco  to 
pay  for  a  "white  elephant"  of 
marginal  environmental  val¬ 


ue  when  even  the  federal 
government  is  withdrawing 
support  and  questioning  ele- 
mentsof  the  entire  project. 

San  Francisco,  along  with 
other  cities,  is  facing  a  50% 
cut  in  construction  grants. 
The  water  quality  benefits, 
especially  from  a  human 
health  standpoint,  do  not 
justify  the  costs.  It  is  time  to 
reevaluate  the  entire  “Waste/ 
Clean  Water  Program.  ’’

IN  SOLIDARITY  WITH 
SOLIDARITY 

As  American  leftists  we 
are  greatly  disturbed  by  the 
increasingly  harsh  campaign 
against  dissidents  in  the 
KOR  (Polish  initials  of  the 
Workers  Defense  Committee/ 
Committee  for  Social  Self 
Defense),  supporters  of  Po¬ 
land’s  Solidarity  movement. 
In  particular  we  are  con¬ 
cerned  about  the  attack  on 
one  of  the  group’s  leading 
spokesmen,  J  acek  Kuron , 
Playing  on  the  fear  of  a 
Russian  invasion,  the  conser¬ 
vative  leadership  in  Poland  is 
calling  for  the  expulsion  of 
these  dissidents  from  Solidar¬ 
ity.  As  American  dissidents 
we  are  familiar  with  the  pat¬ 
tern  in  which  a  militant 
minority  is  attacked  as  a  first 
step  in  an  attempt  to  divide 
and  defeat  a  movement  that 
is  too  strong  to  be  taken  on 
directly.  As  opponents  of 
American  interventionist  for¬ 
eign  policy  we  are  especially 
concerned  that  a  defeat  of 
the  Polish  workers’  move¬ 
ment  by  the  Polish  govern¬ 
ment,  by  the  Russians,  or  by 
both  working  together,  will 
strengthen  the  hand  of  the 
advocates  of  American  mili¬ 
tary  interventionism. 

The  open  support  of  dicta¬ 
torship  by  the  Reagan-Haig 
administration,  and  the  cyn¬ 
ical  dropping  of  even  the 
slogan  of  “human  rights,”  is 
made  easier  because  it  is 
echoed  in  the  Warsaw  Pact 
bloc.  If  Polish  democrats, 
progressives,  and  workers  can 
be  brought  back  into  line  by 
the  threat  of  outside  inter¬ 
vention  it  will  encourage  the 
United  States  government’s 
attempt  to  do  the  same  in  its 
“sphere of  influence. ’’There¬ 
fore  we  view  the  defense  of 
the  Solidarity  movement, 
and  of  its  KOR  supporters,  as 
an  integral  part  of  resistance 
to  militarist  interventionism 
by  the  U.S.  government  as 
well.

WHO’S  NOT  RIDING 
AMTRAK? 

Are  Amtrak  trains  run¬ 
ning  empty?  There  are  some 
interesting  facts  regarding 
that  situation. 

During  March,  a  typical 
low-ridership  month,  at  least 
6, 100  persons  had  to  stand 
on  Amtrak  trains.  Amtrak’s 
problem  isn’t  having  enough 
passengers  to  fill  its  seats: 
it’s  having  enough  seats  to 
satisfy  the  demand. 

Systemwide  over  40%  of 
coach  seats  on  reserved  trains 
are  booked  two  weeks  in  ad¬ 
vance.  Over  one-third  of  all 
reserved  coach  seats  are 
booked  through  Easter. 

During  January,  another 
low-ridership  month,  the 
Empire  Builder  and  the  Coast' 
Starlight  carried  an  average 
of  more  than  600  persons  per 
train.  During  the  same  per¬ 
iod,  the  New  York-Florida 
trains  handled  an  average  of 
more  than  1 ,700  persons  daily. 

In  August  1980,  more  than 
400,000  persons  were  unable 
to  get  space  on  the  South¬ 
west  Limited,  San  Francisco 
Zephyr  or  Coast  Starlight 
because  of  sold-out  condi¬ 
tions. 

As  of  April  1,  all  coach 
and/or  sleeping  cars  space 
had  been  completely  sold  out 
on  645  trains  operating  be¬ 
tween  April  and  September.

Two  occupations  of  the  site  of 
the  proposed  plant  resulted  in  more  than  a 
thousand  arrests  and  a  substantial  amount  of 
media  publicity  for  the  cause  against  Diablo 
Canyon.  But  the  giant,  utility  company  has 
turned  a  deaf  ear  on  the  protests  and  pushed 
ahead  with  its  plans  to  build  the  plant,  situ¬ 
ated  just  3.5  miles  from  a  potentially  active 
earthquake  fault. 

One  protest  against  D  iabloCanyon  PG&  E 
has  found  difficult  to  ignore,  though,  has 
made  its  impact  felt-  without  one  protestor 
setting  foot  near  the  proposed  plant.  Thou¬ 
sands  of  utility  ratepayers  have  been  sending 
their  bill  payments  directly  to  the  California 
Public  Utilities  Commission,  rather  than 
PG&E,  andhavebeen  including  with  thebill 
a  letter  of  protest  about  Diablo  Canyon  and 
the  PUC’s  refusal  to  reopen  hearings  on  the 
plant. 

For  those  interested,  the  Diablo  Conver¬ 
sion  Campaign  has  available  a  ratepayer’s 
protest  kit,  complete  with  pre- written  letters 
to  be  sent  to  the  PUC  and  PG&E  at  the  time 
the  bill  is  paid.  The  group  says  thus  far,  no 
PG&E  ratepayer  has  had  service  discon¬ 
tinued  as  a  result  of  sending  bills  to  the  PUC.

More  on  PG&E:  Whether  you  decide  to 
send  your  future  utility  payments  to  PG&E 
or  the  PUC,  you  can  bet  those  bills  will  soon 
be  substantially  higher  if  the  utility  company 
has  its  way.  PG&E  is  currently  seeking  ap¬ 
proval  for  a  $1.4  billion  rate  increase.  If 
enacted,  it  would  add  $12.50  to  the  average 
household’s  utility  bill.

PG&E  CUSTOMER 
SERVICE  REPS 
REPORTED  GIVING 
FALSE  NAMES 

PG&E  employees  in  the 
utility’s  Oakland  office  have 
given  customers  calling  with 
inquiries  and  complaints 
false  names  according  to  a 
utilities  consultant  on  the 
>taff  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission.  The  false  names 
were  reportedly  given  so  that 
customers  would  be  unable 
to  contact  the  employees 
again  to  follow  up  on  the 
complaints. 

Lee  Vami  told  the  Guar¬ 
dian  she  has  recently  noticed 
that  PG&E  "customer  ser¬ 
vice  employees  giving  false 


names  to  customers  is  cer¬ 
tainly  becoming  a  pattern.” 
She  also  said  she  has  received 
a  number  of  complaints  of 
rudeness  and  customers  be¬ 
ing  placed  on  hold  for  long 
periods  of  time  when  calling 
the  Oakland  office. 

In  a  telephone  interview 
with  the  Guardian,  one  East 
Bay  customer,  Margot  Gil- 
dea,  told  of  her  experience 
in  calling  the  Oakland  office 
in  early  March  about  an  in¬ 
correct  bill.  After  speaking 
to  a  male  customer  service 
employee  and  explaining  her 
problem  to  him,  she  reports 
she  was  told  to  wait  until  her 
next  bill  arrived  and  then 
call  him  back.  Gildea  says 
the  employee  gave  his  name 
as“Mr.  Rice.” 

But  when  Gildea  called 
“Mr.  Rice"  back  in  early  Ap¬ 
ril,  she  was  told  there  was  no 
employee  by  that  name  in 
the  office.  She  claimsshe  was 
told  by  another  PG&E  em¬ 
ployee  that  customer  service 
employees  on  occasion  give 
callers  false  names  so  they 
will  not  have  to  handle  a  par¬ 
ticular  customer's  complaint 
again. 

Officials  at  PG&E's  Oak¬ 
land  office  declined  to  discuss 
the  matter  with  the  Guar¬ 
dian. 

Gildea  took  her  complaint 
to  the  PUC.  According  to 
Vami,  the  agency  directed 
PG&E  to  investigate  the 
matter. 

John  Crews,  PG&E’s  su¬ 
perintendent  of  consumer 
affairs  in  San  Francisco,  told 
the  Guardian  he  had  already 
received  a  report  on  the  in¬ 
cident,  but  the  company  has 
been  unable  to  locate  the  em¬ 
ployee  with  whom  Gildea 
spoke.  Crews  called  the  whole 
incident  “an  unfortunate 
kind  of  thing,"  but  admitted 
he  knows  of  instances  in  wh  ich 
service  representatives  have 
given  phony  names  to  cus¬ 
tomers.  Crews  claims  the 
practice  is  followed  only 
when  an  employee  does  not 
wish  to  be  harassed  at  home 
or  has  too  difficult  a  name  to 
pronounce  or  remember. 
The  employee’s  supervisor 
is  always  aware  of  these  ali¬ 
ases.  he  maintained. 

“Obviously  this  is  not  some¬ 
thing  condoned  by  the  com¬ 
pany,  ”  Crews  told  the  Guar¬ 
dian.  “Weexpeet  all  our  em¬ 
ployees  to  identify  them¬ 
selves  so  a  customer  can  get 
back  to  them."  He  added 
that  until  he  receives  more 
complaints,  there  is  little  di¬ 
rect  action  PG&E  can  take. 

A  spokesperson  for  the 
union  that  represents  PG&E 
employees.  International 
Brotherhood  of  Electrical 
Workers  Local  1245,  could 
not  be  reached  for  comment.

Follow  that  story! 

EX/CHRON  TRIAL 
IN  THIRD  WEEK 

Accountant  Marvin  Stone, 
the  Examiner/Chronicle's 
first  expert  witness  in  the 
two-week-old  PaeificSun  an¬ 
titrust  retrial,  has  testified 
he  found  “three  villains"  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  decline  of 


the  Examiner  in  the  early 
1960s. 

These,  he  told  U.S.  Dis¬ 
trict  Court  Judge  Robert 
Aguilar's  court,  were  the 
high  costs  of  promotion, 
transportation  and  circula¬ 
tion. 

Stone,  an  accountant 
from  Denver,  Colorado, 
used  an  array  of  colorful 
charts  and  graphs  to  illus¬ 
trate  his  points  as  to  why  the 
Examiner  was  failing  prior 
to  the  newspaper  merger  in 
1965. 

The  Examiner’s  brand  of 
promotion  ( two-for-one  sub¬ 
scription  offers),  Stone  said, 
placed  inordinate  burdens 
on  the  trucks  and  mailrooms 
that  accommodated  the  new 
readers. 

Stone  presented  numerous 
charts  showing  how  the  Ex¬ 
aminer  had  been  losing  cir¬ 
culation  and  advertising  rev¬ 
enues,  then  made  a  simple 
comparison  to  drive  his  point 
home.  “A  newspaper  is  like 
a  twin-engine  plane,"  Stone 
said.  "One  engine  is  circula¬ 
tion,  the  other  advertising. 
In  the  case  of  the  Examiner, 
by  the  year  1965,  the  lift  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  advertising  and 
circulation  engines  were  in¬ 
adequate  to  keep  the  entire 
plane  flying." 

In  cross-examination,  Ar¬ 
thur  Shartsis,  Pacific  Sun  at¬ 
torney,  countered  Stone’s 
depiction  of  the  Examiner 
with  statistics  of  his  own. 
The  attorney  entered  into  ev¬ 
idence  a  table  of  figures  show¬ 
ing  that  in  1962,  the  Chron¬ 
icle  had  49.6%  of  the  total 
newspaper  circulation  in  the 
area  and  47.5%  of  the  total 
net  circulation  revenue.  For 
the  Examiner,  the  corres¬ 
ponding  numbers  were 
50.4%  and  52.5%  .  In  1964, 
the  numbers  for  the  same  ca¬ 
tegories  were  as  follows:  for 
the  Chronicle,  52.4%  and 
50.8%;  for  the  Examiner, 
47.6%  and49. 2% . 

After  Stone  corroborated 
the  figures  with  his  calcul¬ 
ator,  Shartsis  asked  him 
some  questions.  "Doesn't  this 
show  that  the  Examiner  had 
a  higher  return  of  revenue 
on  its  circulated  newspapers 
than  the  Chronicle?"  Stone 
replied,  “Yes."  After  analy¬ 
zing  advertising  figures, 
Shartsis  posed  another  ques¬ 
tion.  “Is  it  correct,  Mr.  Stone, 
that  between  1962  and  1964, 
the  Examiner  sold  more 
newspapers  than  the  Chron¬ 
icle  and  that  its  advertising 
revenues  were  also  going 
up?”  Again  Stone  respond¬ 
ed  in  the  affirmative. 

The  linchpin  of  the  defen¬ 
dants’  case  is  that  of  the  three 
dailies  in  San  Francisco  in 
1964  —  the  Examiner,  the 
News  Call  Bulletin  and  the 
Chronicle  —  only  the  Chroni¬ 
cle  was  likely  to  survive  the 
fierce  competition  and  re¬ 
main  financially  sound  in 
the  absence  of  a  joint  operat¬ 
ing  arrangement. 

In  attacking  this  defend¬ 
ants’  claim,  Shartsis  elicited 
from  Stone  the  admission 
that  the  accountant  had 
done  no  studies  to  determine 
whether  the  closing  of  the 
Hearst-owned  Call  Bulletin 
would  have  left  both  Chron: 


iclc  and  Examiner  financial¬ 
ly  sound.  (The  Call  Bulletin 
was  closed  as  pa  rt  of  the  1 965 
joint  operating  agreement.) 
Stone  also  admitted  that  his 
method  of  “unit-cost”  meth¬ 
od  of  allocating  newspaper 
expenses  between  advertis¬ 
ing  and  circulation  is  not,  so 
far  as  Stone  knows,  used  by 
any  other  newspaper.

THE  BATTLE  OVER 

MEDICAL 

RECORDS 

By  a  peculiar  quirk  of  the 
law,  you  are  automatically 
entitled  to  your  life  insur¬ 
ance  policy,  your  home  mort¬ 
gage,  your  bank  statement 
or  your  car  repair  estimate— 
yet  the  maintenance  records 
of  your  own  body  are  your 
physician’s  property.  They  are 
normally  only  released  as  a 
courtesy  to  another  physi¬ 
cian,  or  to  your  attorney. 

Assemblyman  Howard 
Berman  (D-L.A.)  has  been 
trying  since  1978  to  act  legis¬ 
lation  passed  giving  people 
the  right  to  see  and  obtain 
copies  of  their  medical  rec¬ 
ords.  His  new  bill,  AB  610, 
would  apply  to  physicians, 
surgeons,  dentists,  optome¬ 
trists,  podiatrists,  chiroprac¬ 
tors,  clinics,  health  facilities 
and  home  health  agencies. 

In  the  past,  the  major  road¬ 
block  has  been  the  California 
Medical  Association.  Joan 
Meisel,  Berman’s  legislative 
aide,  told  the  Guardian, 
“CMA  feels  our  bill  would 
bother  already  overworked 
physicians  and  jeopardize 
their  discretion.  Records  of¬ 
ten  contain  personal  notes, 
made  for  the  M.D.’s  benefit, 
and  should  not  be  shown  to 
patients,  particularly  if  they 
are  hypochondriacal  or  ter¬ 
minal." 

Behind  CMA’s  opposition 
has  been  the  fear  that  what 
you  know  about  your  health 
care  might  actually  hurt  you. 
You  might  panic  at  a  deadly 
diagnosis  ( "has  a  50/ 50  chance 
of  survival")  or  resent  a  per¬ 
sonal  comment  (“overweight 
and  neurotic").  You  might 
even  challenge  your  medical 
treatment;  maybe  the  doctor 
doesn't  know  best,  at  least 
not  all  t.he  time. 

Now,  however,  according 
to  the  CMA’s  Sacramento 
lobbyist  Martha  Gorman, 
the  association  is  working  on 
a  compromise  bill  that  would 
give  patients  the  right  to  re¬ 
cord  or  get  a  summary  of 
their  medical  records  —  thus 
allowing  physicians  to  edit 
out  any  personal  comments. 

The  Berman  bill’s  support¬ 
ers,  which  include  the  Insti¬ 
tute  for  the  Study  of  Medical 
Ethics,  the  American  Civil 
Liberties  Union  and  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Consumer  Af¬ 
fairs,  counter  by  citing  a  host 
of  practical  advantages  to  ac¬ 
cess.  One  is  simply  to  provide 
you  with  useful  information, 
such  as  your  b  1 1 x k I  pressure, 
medication  and  whether  you 
ever  had  chicken  pox.  Anoth¬ 
er  is  the  demystification  of 
health  care,  and  greater  incen¬ 
tives  for  you  to  assume  great¬ 
er  responsibility  for  getting 
well  and  staying  healthy. 


The  access  issue  is  even 
more  critical  for  psychiatric- 
patients,  who  are  especially 
vulnerable  to  mistreatment. 
Louis  Aucoin,  an  attorney 
with  the  San  Francisco-based 
Patients’  Rights  Advocacy 
Services,  told  the  Guardian, 
"Most  hospitals  we  deal  with 
as  a  general  policy  refuse 
access  to  medical  records.  "If 
AB  6 10  passes,  mental  health 
records  would  be  released 
either  directly  or,  at  the  pa¬ 
tient’s  request,  to  another 
health  care  provider. 

A  second  aspect  to  the  con¬ 
troversy  is  the  irony  that  pa¬ 
tients  may  unwittingly  sign 
consent  forms  making  their 
medical  records  freely  avail¬ 
able  to  others.  Brent  Barn¬ 
hart,  a  Sacramento  lobbyist 
for  the  American  Civil  Lib- 
ertiesUnion,  told  theGuard- 
ian,  "Medical  records  are 
passed  around  regularly  by 
insurance  companies  and 
employers,  particularly  when 
people  have  released  them 
after  an  auto  accident  or  on- 
the-job  injury.  Once  the  re¬ 
lease  is  signed,  it’s  forever.” 

In  1978  the  ACLU  success¬ 
fully  sponsored  the  Confi¬ 
dentiality  of  Medical  Infor¬ 
mation  Act,  restricting  such 
access  without  the  patient’s 
specific  consent.  The  ACLU 
is  now  girding  up  for  a  fight 
against  new  legislation  that 
would  cripple  this  act. 

Meanwhile,  AB  610  will 
be  considered  by  the  Assem¬ 
bly  Health  Committee  on 
April  20th.  Letters  or  calls  in 
support  of  the  bill  should  go 
to  any  committee  member, 
including  bill  cosponsors 
Herschel  Rosenthal  (D-L.A.), 
ArtTorres(D-L.  A.)  andjean 
Moorehead  (D-Sac.).

MORTALITY 

PROGRAM 

Oakland  residents  and 
health  professionals  have 
urged  the  state  to  continue 
to  fund  the  Oakland  Perina¬ 
tal  Health  Project  (OPHP), 
which  has  reduced  that  city's 
alarmingly  high  infant  mor¬ 
tality  rate. 

"The  legislative  task  is 
clear,”  Highland  Hospital 
nurse-midwife  Ariska  Razak 
testified  at  a  public  hearing 
on  April  3rd.  "With  infant 
mortality  rates  almost  twice 
the  California  average,  it  is 
clearly  time  to  act.  We  need 
funding  to  continue  the  suc¬ 
cessful  coordinated  attack 
that  has  been  waged  orr  the 
problem  of  infant  mortal¬ 
ity.”

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PG&E’s  PCB  cleanup 


Too  little,  too  late,  too  expensive

Electrical  capacitors  and  transformers 
filled  with  the  potentially  deadly 
chemicals  PCBs,  mounted  high  on 
PG&E’s  utility  poles  throughout 
Northern  California,  have  been 
exploding,  spilling  and  leaking  the  cancer- 
causing  substance  on  homes,  streets  and  cars 
at  an  average  rate  of  three  each  week.  Since 
August,  PG&E  has  been  pursuing  an 
“accelerated  program”  to  replace  the 
dangerous  devices  —  a  program  applauded 
by  electric  utility  officials  as  demonstrating 
the  company’s  sensitivity  to  health  and 
environmental  concerns.  In  fact,  though, 
PG&E’s  delay  in  replacing  the  PCB-filled 
equipment  will  cost  the  company  millions  of 
dollars  —  a  cost  that  will  be  passed  along  to 
PG&E’s  ratepayers. 

PCBs  (polychlorinated  biphenyls)  were  commonly 
used  as  insulators  in  industrial  electrical  equipment 
through  much  of  the  last  three  decades.  In  1977, 
based  on  accrued  evidence  of  the  carcinogenic  nature 
of  the  substances,  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection 
Agency  banned  PCB  production. 

Despite  the  ban,  PCB-filled  capacitors  and 
transformers  are  currently  in  operation  in  496 
locations  in  PG&E’s  San  Francisco  Division,  which 
includes  all  of  the  city  and  parts  of  San  Mateo  County. 
In  addition,  1,190  sites  in  the  company’s  East  Bay 
Division,  which  covers  Alameda  and  parts  of  Contra 
Costa  County,  have  PCB-filled  equipment.  According 
to  PG&E  spokesman  Ed  Slingland,  each  site  consists 
of  at  least  three,  and  sometimes  as  many  as  nine,  PCB- 
filled  containers.  In  the  East  and  West  Bay  areas, 
then,  there  are  between  5,000  and  15,000  potentially 
dangerous  containers  still  located  high  on  utility  poles. 
The  poles  bear  no  eye-level  warning  signs  to  advise 
passersby  and  residents  of  the  dangers  of  spills.  The 
only  warnings  on  the  poles  are  posted  adjacent  to  the 
devices,  visible  only  to  service  personnel.  Slingland 
told  the  Guardian  the  company  has  not  posted 
warning  signs  at  street-level,  because  “we  don’t  want . 
to  invite  people  to  use  the  poles  for  target  practice.  ” 
George  Davis,  a  staff  engineer  at  the  California 
Public  Utilities  Commission,  told  the  Guardian  the 
agency  has  in  recent  months  received  increased 
numbers  of  inquiries  from  concerned  city  and  county 
officials  about  PCB-filled  equipment  in  their 
communities.  Most  of  the  calls,  Davis  said,  are 
inquiries  about  whether  PG&E  is  required  by  law  to 
post  PCB  warning  signs  at  eye  level. 

“All  I  can  tell  them  is  that  currently  there  are  no 
regulations  and  the  California  State  Legislature  is 
now  considering  it,”  A  bill,  AB  732,  introduced  by 
Assemblyman  Richard  Floyd  (D.-L.A.)  on  March 
2nd,  would  require  all  utility  companies  to  mark  their 
poles  with  signs  warning  of  the  dangers  of  PCBs.  The 
bill  is  scheduled  to  be  considered  on  April  21st  at  a 
hearing  of  the  Consumer  Protection  and  Toxic  Waste 
G)mmittee.  ^ 


ACCELERATED 

PROGRAM’ 

Until  August  1980,  PG&E 
followed  a  policy  of  replac¬ 
ing  PCB-filled  equipment 
only  after  it  exploded  or 
spilled.  The  company  wait¬ 
ed  three  years  before  begin¬ 
ning  a  planned  replacement 
program,  according  to  Sling- 
land,  “because  there  has  nev¬ 
er  been  any  law  or  regula¬ 
tion  requiring  us  to  do  so." 
PG&E  Belmont  District 
Manager  Don  Halvorson 
maintains  replacement  of 
the  hazardous  chemical  has 
been  slow,  because  manu¬ 
facturers  are  unable  to  meet 
PG&E’s  demand  for  new 
equipment. 


Knowledgeable  observ¬ 
ers,  however,  question  this 
claim.  Jerry  Gavin,  an  envi¬ 
ronmental  scientist  with  the 
EPA,  told  the  Guardian  he  is 
unfamiliar  with  any  such 
complaints.  “I  usually  hear 
the  major  gripes  of  the  in¬ 
dustry,  but  getting  replace¬ 
ments  for  PCB-filled  con¬ 
tainers  I’ve  never  heard  to  be 
a  problem,  ”  Gavin  said. 

San  Mateo.County  Super¬ 
visor  Jacqueline  Speier  also 
rejects  Halvorson’s  claim. 
"I  have  trouble  believing 
that  some  enterprising  man¬ 
ufacturer  doesn’t  come  along 
and  find  a  way  to  fill  these 
orders,”  Speier  told  the 
Guardian. 


One  well-placed  industry 
source,  who  asked  not  to  be 
identified,  said  the  manufac¬ 
turers  of  capacitors  and  trans¬ 
formers  are  “turning  them  out 
as  fast  as  they  can.”  He  add¬ 
ed  that  his  own  company  — 
a  leader  in  the  industry  — 
has  had  no  difficulty  in  ful¬ 
filling  PG&E'sorders. 

TOO  LATE? 

On  Monday,  March  9th, 
Margaret  McConnell  re¬ 
turned  from  work  to  her  San 
Mateo  home,  only  to  find  a 
PG&E  crew  tearing  up  her 
backyard  to  try  to  remove 
the  effects  of  a  PCB  spill.  For 
most  such  spills,  the  top  six 
inches  of  soil,  and  sometimes 
as  much  as  a  foot  and  a  half 
of  soil  must  be  removed.  In 
some  cases,  houses  have  been 
repainted  and  cars  impound¬ 
ed  as  well. 

In  response  to  situations 
such  as  McConnell’s,  the  San 
Mateo  Board  of  Supervisors 
recently  passed  a  resolution 


insisting  that  PG&E  submit 
before  April  14th  an  inven¬ 
tory  of  all  PCB-containing 
equipment  in  the  county  and 
its  locations.  The  resolution 
also  asked  for  the  phasing  out 
of  all  PCB  use  within  a  year, 
the  posting  of  warning  signs 
at  eye  level  on  utility  poles 
and  a  "heavy”  public  aware¬ 
ness  program  to  educate  con¬ 
sumers  about  the  dangers  of 
the  chemical.  PG&E  has 
now  asked  the  San  Mateo  Su¬ 
pervisors  for  an  extension  un¬ 
til  April  28th,  claiming  the 
information  on  PCB  loca¬ 
tions  is  difficult  to  compile. 

There  are  still  at  least 
120,000  PCB-filled  devices 
on  utility  poles,  mostly  in  ur¬ 
ban  areas,  within  the  94,000 
miles  served  by  PG&E  in 
Northern  California.  Be¬ 
tween  late  February  and  De¬ 
cember  1980,  PG&E  reports 
it  had  178  capacitor  spills. 
Slingland  told  the  Guardian 
he  was  unable  to  estimate  the 


average  cost  to  the  company 
for  cleaning  up  a  spill  or 
leak,  since  such  accidents 
can  require  measures  rang¬ 
ing  from  sending  an  employ¬ 
ee  to  wipe  off  a  pole  to  dis¬ 
patching  an  entire  crew  for  a 
major  cleanup  effort. 

Whether  that  cost  is  $25  or 
$2,500,  however,  that  cost 
is  ultimately  borne  by  PG&  E's 
ratepayers.  Although  the 
PUC  prohibits  the  utility 
from  passing  some  company 
costs—  lobbying  and  certain 
advertising  expenses,  for  ex¬ 
ample  —  along  to  gas  and 
electricity  users,  the  com¬ 
pany  includes  PCB  cleanups 
in  its  general  operating  bud¬ 
get.  Ken  Chew  of  the  PUC's 
Revenue  Requirements  Di¬ 
vision  told  the  Guardian  no 
one  to  his  knowledge  has 
ever  challenged  PG&E  for 
passing  the  costs  of  PCB 
spills  on  to  its  customers. 
These  spills,  PUC  engineer 
Davis  observed,  "are  always 


time-consuming  and  expen¬ 
sive.” 

PG&E’s  delay  in  imple¬ 
menting  its  replacement  pro¬ 
gram  has  made  those  costs 
significantly  more  expen¬ 
sive.  Until  March  1981,  Cal¬ 
ifornia  utilities  were  allowed 
to  dispose  of  their  PCB-filled 
containers  in  landfills  near 
Santa  Barbara.  Since  that 
date,  however,  the  federal 
government  has  prohibited 
the  burial  of  PCB  wastes. 
Instead,  utilities  are  required 
to  ship  the  wastes  to  one  of  a 
number  of  approved  dispos¬ 
al  sitesfor  incineration. 

Of  the  two  closest  disposal 
sites  —  one  in  Deer  Park, 
Texas,  the  other  in  El  Dora¬ 
do,  Arkansas  —  PG&E  has 
contracted  to  dispose  of  its 
wastes  at  Rollins  Environ¬ 
mental  Services  in  Deer 
Park.  PG&  E  declined  to  pro 
vide  figures  on  how  much  of

Last-minute  intelligence 
on  the  East  Bay  elections

As  the  East  Bay  political  campaigns  wind 
down  toward  the  final  days  before  the  April 
21st  election,  several  themes  have  emerged 
from  the  murky  watersof  campaign  rhetoric. 
In  Berkeley,  where  each  new  election  seems  to  be 
more  heated  than  the  last  one,  the  few  issues  are  in  dan¬ 
ger  of  being  buried  under  a  barrage  of  name-calling 
and  baiting  on  the  part  of  each  of  the  two  major  slates 
vyingfor  control  of  Gity  Hall. 

On  the  one  hand,  the  All  Berkeley  Coalition  (ABC) 
has  been  blasting  away  at  Berkeley  Citizens  Action, 
whose  “radical”  politics,  the  ABC  claims,  have  “almost 
destroyed  Berkeley’s  tradition  of  open  government, 
professional  administration  and  innovative  programs.  " 
BCA,  on  the  other  hand,  has  declared  the  ABC  a  part  of 
the  nationwide  turn  to  the  right,  accusing  the  group 
and  its  friends  of  partial  responsibility  for  the  Reagan 
election  and  the  defeat  of  liberal  Senators  George  Mc¬ 
Govern,  Birch  Bayh  and  FrankChurch. 

In  the  attempts  by  the  two  slates  to  push  each  other 
towards  the  opposite  political  extremes  several  impor¬ 
tant  issues  facing  Berkeley  have  been  lost. 

Though  you  wouldn’t  know  it  from  reading  the  cam¬ 
paign  literature,  the  future  of  Berkeley’s  rent  control 
may  well  be  on  the  line  on  April  21st.  Since  city  coun- 
cilmembers  appoint  the  members  of  Berkeley’s  rent 
board,  the  election  could  determine  whether  or  not  a 
strong  and  effective  board  will  push  for  effective  rent 
control.  Incumbent  Councilmember  Gilda  Feller,  run¬ 
ning  for  reelection  on  the  ABC  slate,  appointed  one  of 
Berkeley’s  largest  landlords  to  the  rent  board  last  year. 

In  a  larger  sense,  the  central  issue  for  Berkeley  voters 
on  April  21st  is  the  extent  to  which  Berkeley  is  willing  to 
declare  itself  a  model  and  a  testing  laboratory  for  a  pro¬ 
gressive  municipal  government  that  will  be  a  direct 
challenge  to  the  apparent  rightward  shift  of  public 
opinion,  as  epitomized  by  the  Reagan  administration’s 
“welfare  for  the  rich/anarchy  for  the  poor”  policies. 

The  ABC  slate  consists  of  political  moderates.  A  city 
council  controlled  by  the  ABC  would  present  to  Bay 
Area  political  observers  a  familiar  picture,  functioning 
on  the  policy  level  much  like  the  Feinstein  government 
does  in  San  Francisco  and  the  Wilson  government  in 
Oakland. 

A  BCA-controlled  city  council  would  be  something 
else—  an  experiment  in  responsive  government  on  the

order  of  Paul  Soglin’s  tenure  as  mayor  of  Madison, 
Wisconsin.  Such  an  experiment  may  be  distasteful  to 
many  Berkeley  voters.  But  excited  by  the  idea  of  a  pro¬ 
gressive  BCA-controlled  city  government  or  repulsed 
by  that  possibility,  many  Berkeley  voters  will  nonethe¬ 
less  be  brought  to  the  polls  by  their  strong  feelings  on  the 
issue. 

In  Oakland,  the  voters  must  face  a  much  duller 
election  with  far  fewer  significant  choices.  The  hottest 
issue  in  this  city  is  the  conservative-backed  police  tax. 
Measure  A,  being  championed  by  Mayor  W  ilson  and 
just  about  every  major  corporation  in  town.  The  only 
race  that  could  turn  into  a  contest  involves  a  threat  to 
incumbent  Councilmember  Mary  Moore,  one  of  Oak¬ 
land’s  few  progressives  in  city  government. 

In  sharp  contrast  to  the  low  level  of  the  election 
battles  is  the  strikingly  high  level  of  corporate  contribu¬ 
tions.  As  the  figures  below  show,  incumbent  candidates 
with  close  corporate  ties  have  received  thousands  of 
dollars  in  contributions,  despite  the  fact  that  they  face 
virtually  no'serious  opposition.  As  much  as  anything 
else,  the  municipal  elections  in  Oakland  appear  to  be  an 
opportunity  for  powerful  area  corporations  to  reward 
their  friends  and  allies  in  city  government.

|  the  waste  chemical  it  has  al¬ 
ready  sent  to  Texas,  and  re¬ 
fused  to  estimate  the  prob¬ 
able  cost  over  the  next  three 
years  (the  projected  duration 
of  the  replacement  program) 
of  the  transportation  and  dis¬ 
posal.  A  Rollins  spokesman, 
however,  told  the  Guardian 
rates  for  PCB  disposal  are 
about  50c  a  pound.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  an  official  at  the  Elec¬ 
tric  Power  Research  Insti¬ 
tute  (EPRI)  in  Menlo  Park, 
a  utility-supported  research 
and  public  relations  organi¬ 
zation,  the  average  utility 
pole  capacitor  weighs  125 
pounds,  with  transformers 
weighing  even  more.  A  Rol¬ 


lins  competitor,  Enseo,  told 
the  Guardian  it  currently 
charges  between  75c  and  $1 
per  pound  for  PCB  incinera¬ 
tion,  and  expects  that  costs 
will  rise  even  higher. 

Even  at  Rollins's  rates, 
PG&E's  incineration  costs 
could  run  to  $60  or  more  per 
capacitor,  not  including  the 
costs  of  transportation.  To 
dispose  of  at  least  120,000 
capacitors  (PG&E's  figures) 
could  therefore  cost  the  com¬ 
pany’s  ratepayers  at  least 
$7.2  million. 

Prior  to  the  March  cut¬ 
off,  PG&E  had  access  to  the 
Casmalia  disposal  site  in 
Santa  Barbara,  at  which  the 
utility  paid  15c  a  pound  for 
the  burial  of  PCB  wastes. 


That  site  was  available  for 
only  eight  months  after 
PG&E  began  its  replace¬ 
ment  program,  however. 
Had  the  utility  begun  the 
program  at  the  time  the  EPA 
banned  PCBs,  the  disposal 
could  have  cost  as  little  as 
$2.2  million,  plus  reduced 
transportation  costs. 

PG&E  has  garnered  praise 
from  several  quarters  for  its 
replacement  program.  Ar¬ 
nold  Johnson  ol  EPRI  told 
the  Guardian,  “What  PG&E 
is  doing  now  is  politically 
expedient.  They're  terminat¬ 
ing  the  problem  of  PCB  use 
in  the  earliest  time,  at  least 
relative  to  other  companies 
in  the  U.S.”  And  a  source 
within  the  electrical  equip-

ment  manufacturing  indus¬ 
try  commented,  “PG&E  are 
the  good  guys  so  far  as  PCB 
disposal  goes.  To  date,  they’re 
the  fastest  moving.  They’re 
to  be  applauded.  You  guys 
don't  want  to  get  the  good 
guys,  do  you?" 

Because  of  the  high  costs 
of  a  replacement  program, 
other  utilities  in  the  state  are 
slow  to  follow  PG&E's  lead. 
Southern  California  Edison, 
for  example,  says  its  pro¬ 
gram  will  eliminate  PCB  use 
within  ten  years,  rather  than 
the  three  PG&  E  has  set  as  its 
goal.  The  ten-year  span,  ac- 
eording  to  Edison  spokes¬ 
man  Boh  Krautch,  is  fairer 
to  the  utility’s  customers, 
since  it  will  allow  the  com¬ 
pany  more  fully  to  utilize  the 
30-year  lifespan  of  the  equip¬ 
ment. 

Meanwhile,  PG&E’s  6.2 
million  customers  may  find 
themselves  in  the  peculiar  po¬ 
sition  of  both  praising  and  at¬ 
tacking  the  giant  utility.  It 
has,  after  all,  instituted  a  pro¬ 
gram  to  remove  the  dangerous 
electrical  devices.  But  it  is  once 
again  passing  the  huge  exists  of 
|ioor  management  planning 
along  to  its  customers. 

It  remainsto  be  seen  wheth¬ 
er  rate  payers  will  come  for¬ 
ward  at  the  PUC  hearings  on 
PG&E's  massive  $1.3  billion 
rate- increase  request,  to  praise 
the  company  for  its  efforts, 
and  to  demand  that  they  not 
lie  foiled  to  pay  for  PG&E's 
p<xir  planning.  ■

Draft  education  comes  to  the 
Berkeley  schools

When  the  Berkeley  Board  of  Education  voted 
unanimously  on  April  8  to  make  Berkeley 
the  first  school  district  ever  to  include  in¬ 
formation  on  Selective  Service  System  (SSS)  proce¬ 
dures  and  other  aspects  of  draft  registration  as  part  of 
the  regular  high  school  curriculum,  the  board  mem¬ 
bers  were  acknowledging  the  efforts  of  a  well  coordi¬ 
nated,  thoroughly  grass- rooted  campaign. 


The  newly  passed  mea¬ 
sure  will  allow  high  school 
students  to  hear  points  of 
view  other  than  those  of  the 
Selective  Service  System 
(SSS).  Despite  its  trailblaz- 
ing  implications,  though, 
the  measure  was  placed  be¬ 
fore  the  school  board  by 
Carroll  Williams,  often  con¬ 
sidered  the  most  conserva¬ 
tive  member  of  the  board. 
Board  members  raised  no 
objections,  expressed  no  re¬ 
servations  and  even  com¬ 
mended  the  originators  of 
the  proposal,  the  Berkeley 
Coalition  for  Draft  Educa¬ 
tion. 

But  the  ease  with  which 
the  measure  passed  and  the 
surprising  lack  of  controver¬ 
sy  around  the  issue  at  the 
meeting  makes  it  easy  to 
overlook  the  tremendous 
amount  of  work  and  careful 
planning  that  went  into 
what  opponents  of  draft  re¬ 
gistration  consider  a  major 
breakthrough. 

Ever  since  the  draft  once 
again  became  an  issue  more 
than  a  year  ago,  activists 
have  pondered  how  to  make 
high  school  students  aware 
of  the  alternatives  to  regis¬ 
tration.  While  most  young 
men  become  eligible  for 
draft  registration  while  still 
in  high  school,  most  of  the 
meager  few  who  seek  draft 


counseling  are  college  stu¬ 
dents. 

The  SSS  and  the  armed 
forces  have  always  consi¬ 
dered  high  schools  their  ex¬ 
clusive  domain.  At  one  time, 
in  fact,  a  young  man  could 
sign  up  for  the  draft  right  at 
school.  Today,  the  Army 
commonly  asks  high  school 
administrators  to  pass  out 
its  slick  brochures  and  mag¬ 
azines,  not  to  mention  the 
ads  it  places  in  the  school 
newspapers  and  the  Junior 
ROTC  program  it  runs.  Just 
recently  SSS  Director  Ber¬ 
nard  Rostker  sent  a  letter  to 
high  school  principals  asking 
their  help  in  getting  students 
to  register. 

To  counter  all  this,  a  group 
of  draft  counselors  and  ac¬ 
tivists,  including  Billy  Pancer, 
Asa  Brandon  and  Jon  Simon 
sat  down  in  February  to  dis¬ 
cuss  the  possibility  of  draft¬ 
ing  a  school  board  resolu¬ 
tion  around  the  draft  issue. 

Several  things  became 
evident  from  the  start.  First, 
school  boards  are  generally 
more  conservative  or  at  least 
more  cautious  than  most 
bodies  of  elected  officials. 
Second,  a  broad  base  of  sup¬ 
port  including  students, 
parents  and  educators  was 
needed  for  such  a  resolution 
to  succeed.  Third,  informa¬ 
tion  had  to  be  presented  to

the  board  in  a  way  that  ex¬ 
uded  professionalism,  com¬ 
petence  and  nonpartisan¬ 
ship. 

The  group  then  called  a 
public  meeting,  inviting 
such  groups  as  Parents  and 
Friends  Against  the  Draft, 
the  Unitarian  Peace  Council 
and  the  Berkeley  High  Pa¬ 
rent  Teacher  Student  Asso¬ 
ciation.  A  proposal  for  an 
advisory  resolution  asking 
the  board  to  take  a  position 
in  opposition  to  the  draft 
was  raised  and  discarded  in 
favor  of  a  subtler  but  much 
more  far-reaching  approach 
that  involved  asking  the 
board  to  put  draft  education 
into  the  high  school  curricu¬ 
lum.  The  meeting  also 
brought  three  Berkeley  High 
School  students  into  the  core 
group  working  on  the  reso¬ 
lution,  and  a  letter-writing 
campaign  was  begun. 

The  high  school  students, 
Danny  Stevenson,  Ellen 
Novogrodsky  and  Ann  Kom- 
hauser,  were  an  invaluable 
addition  to  the  group.  They 
immediately  began  talking 
to  their  friends  about  the  re¬ 
solution,  and  they  knew 
which  teachers  and  admini¬ 


strators  would  be  sympathe¬ 
tic.  They  made  presenta¬ 
tions  to  administrators  and 
teachers  and  to  the  Student 
Senate.  Many  of  the  admi- 
ministrators  had  reserva¬ 
tions,  but  the  students  were 
excited.  The  senate  unani¬ 
mously  passed  a  motion  sup¬ 
porting  the  resolution.  Ma¬ 
terials  passed  out  by  the  mi¬ 
litary  to  the  students  were 
collected  and  collated  for 
presentation  to  the  board. 
Classroom  discussions  about 
the  issue  were  held,  and 
more  teachers  became  inter¬ 
ested. 

Meanwhile  the  rest  of  the 
group  contacted  board  mem¬ 
bers  and  queried  them  about 
their  thoughts  on  draft  edu¬ 
cation.  Board  members  Anna 
de  Leon  and  Alan  Shaw,  the 
student  member,  expressed 
their  enthusiasm  immedi¬ 
ately,  and  shared  with  the 
anti-draft  organizers  their 
insights  on  proper  proce¬ 
dures  and  on  how  to  ap¬ 
proach  the  rest  of  the  board. 
Other  members  of  the  board 
were  either  cautiously  re¬ 
ceptive,  or  they  ignored  the 
queries.

Partisan  Forum.  The  latter  ; 
group  received  $1,000  from 
the  owner  of  Berkeley’s  busi¬ 
est  restaurant,  Spenger’s 
FishCrotto,  $l,000from  the 
owner  of  Berkeley’s  largest 
bar,  Brennan’s,  $1,000  from 
Timothy  Southwiek  of  To¬ 
yota  of  Berkeley  and  several 
$500  contributions  from  lo¬ 
cal  and  area  businesses. 

Although  the  ABC  now 
claims  it  supports  rent  con¬ 
trol  (all  four  ABC  candidates 
opposed  Measure  D,  Berke¬ 
ley’s  present  rent  control  sta¬ 
tute,  when  it  was  put  before 
the  voters  in  June  1980),  the 
group  has  received  contribu¬ 
tions  from  many  of  Berke¬ 
ley’s  rental  property  owners. 
At  least  75  of  the  contribu¬ 
tions  listed  on  the  ABC's 
most  recent  statement  are 
from  individuals  who  list 
their  occupations  as  realtors 
or  property  owners  and  from 
property  management  firms. 

In  addition,  each  of  the 
four  candidates  on  the  ABC 
slate  received  $233.75  from 


the  Berkeley  Fair  Housing 
Committee,  the  group  that 
organized  the  unsuccessful 
opposition  to  Measure  D. 

Many  of  the  ABC  contri¬ 
butors  either  do  not  list  an 
occupation  or  are  described 
as  retired.  One  $1,000  con¬ 
tributor  who  did  not  disclose 
an  occupation  is  Jean  Har¬ 
grove  of  100  Parnassus  Koad 
in  Berkeley.  Hargrove  lives  at 
that  address  with  her  hus¬ 
band,  Gary  Hargrove  of  H 
and  H  Associates,  a  Berkeley 
real  estate  firm.  As  of  Feb. 
26th,  between  them  the  Har- 
,  groves  owned  seven  apart¬ 
ment  buildings  in  Berkeley 
■  containing  93  rental  units. 

Alsc;  on  the  ABC  finance 
report  is  a  $500  donation 
from  a  group  with  the  initials 
CREPAC  and  state  identifi¬ 
cation  number  742276.  A 
check  with  the  California 
Secretary  of  State’s  office  re¬ 
veals  that  the  ID  number  be¬ 
longs  to  the  California  Real 
Estate  Political  Action  Com¬ 
mittee.

Undaunted,  the  group, 
now  calling  itself  the  Ber¬ 
keley  Coalition  for  Draft 
Education,  attended  school 
board  meetings  in  order  to 
catch  board  members  after¬ 
wards  and  talk  with  them 
about  draft  education.  More 
letters  of  support,  especially 
from  parents,  were  solicited. 


Board  members  started  to 
warm  up  somewhat.  They 
acknowledged  the  numer¬ 
ous  letters  that  they  had  re¬ 
ceived  in  support  of  draft 
education.

that  until  1979  fielded  its 
own  slate  for  City  Council 
raised  $4,217  on  behalf  of 
the  ABC  four. 

Each  of  the  four  ABC  can¬ 
didates  has  also  been  raising 
campaign  funds  individually. 
Incumbent  Feller  leads  the 
pack  with  $10,135.  Among 
the  contributors  to  her  cam¬ 
paign  are  supermarket  exec¬ 
utive  John  Andronico  and 
real  estate  developer  Donald 
Breuner,  each  of  whom  con¬ 
tributed  $250,  UC  Berkeley 
Law  School  (Boalt  Hall) 
Dean  Sanford  Kadish  ($100) 
and  BART  Director  Art  Short- 
sis  ($50).  Feller’s  controversial 
rent  board  appointment,  Mar¬ 
tin  Overstreet,  one  of  Berke¬ 
ley’s  biggest  landlords,  contri¬ 
buted  $50  to  Feller’s  cam¬ 
paign. 

The  other  three  ABC  can¬ 
didates  have  raised  nearly 
$20,000  for  their  individual 
campaigns.  Andrea  Wash¬ 
burn,  an  unsuccessful  coun¬ 
cil  candidate  in  1979,  has 
picked  up  $9,945  in  finan¬ 
cial  contributions.  James 
Sweeney  has  raised  $5,000 
for  his  campaign  and  Leo 


Bach  has  received  $4, 1 98. 

The  BCA  slate  of  Walter 
Edwards,  Carole  Seller  Nor¬ 
ris,  Gus  Schultz  and  Nancy 
Skinner  has  raised  more 
than  $48,000  for  its  cam¬ 
paign.  BCA  itself  has  raised 
more  than  $33,300  for  the 
campaign,  the  bulk  of  that 
total  from  contributions  of 
$50  or  less.  Among  the  lar¬ 
ger  contributions  to  the  BCA 
campaign  are  $160  from 
former  councilmcmbcr  Ying 
Lee  Kelley,  $100  from  Goun- 
cilmember  Florence  McDo-  • 
nald,  $150  from  Rent  Board 
Chair  Rich  Ulgen  and  $500 
from  the  Tom  Bates  for  As¬ 
sembly  Committee. 

BCA  has  also  been  aided 
in  its  efforts  by  a  group  called 
Citizens  for  Berkeley,  which 
has  raised  just  over  $3,000 
in  small  contributions  for 
the  BCA  four.  Of  the  four 
candidates,  student  Nancy 
Skinner  has  raised  the  most 
money  individually —  $4,206. 
Tenant  activist  Norris  has 
amassed  $3,112  thus  far, 
Schultz  has  raised  $2,533 
and  Police  Review  Commis¬ 
sioner  Edwards  $2,576. 


campaign  was  to  use  the  up¬ 
coming  election  to  put  added 
pressure  on  the  board.  Car- 
roll  Williams  and  Melinda 
Robinson,  two  of  the  board 
members  whose  votes  on  the 
resolution  were  inquestion, 
were  running  for  reelection. 
Their  two  primary  oppo¬ 
nents,  Jackie  Foster  and  Steve 
Lustig,  had  sent  letters  indi¬ 
cating  support  for  the  reso¬ 
lution.  At  the  last  scheduled 
board  meeting  before  the 
election,  with  one  of  the  op¬ 
ponents,  Steve  Lustig,  sitting 
conspicuously  in  the  back  row 
of  the  auditorium,  the  reso¬ 
lution  went  before  the  board. 
After  a  rousing  speech  by 
Lee  Richards  of  the  Berkeley 
High  Student  Senate  and 
several  thoughtful  speeches 
by  parents,  students  and  an 


educator,  the  resolution 
quickly  passed. 

The  newly  passed  measure 
will  give  students  the  chance 
to  hear  not  only  SSS  Direc¬ 
tor  Rostker’s  message  but 
some  other  options  to  simply 
registering,  including  resis¬ 
tance  to  the  draft,  conscien¬ 
tious  objection,  medical  de¬ 
ferments  as  well  as  a  history 
of  draft  registration.  In  the 
wake  of  the  publicity  gener¬ 
ated  by  the  resolution,  Ber¬ 
keley  draft  counselors  have 
already  reported  a  dramatic 
rise  in  requests  for  counseling. 
Plans  are  now  underway  to 
develop  the  curriculum  unit 
on  the  draft.  As  Anna  de 
Leon  said  after  passage  of 
the  resolution,  “Hopefully, 
thisisonly thebeginning.”  ■

CAMPAIGN  SPENDING: 
OAKLAND 


In  Oakland,  Measure  A,  a 
proposal  that  would  estab¬ 
lish  a  new  citywide  tax  for 
the  purpose  of  beefing  up  the 
city’s  police  department,  has 
been  attracting  a  great  deal 
of  the  city's  corporate  mo¬ 
ney.  Of  the  $22,780  in  con¬ 
tributions  on  behalf  of  the 
measure  reported  on  the  first 
campaign  disclosure  statement 
on  March  12th,  $17,450,  or 
76.6%  of  the  total,  came  eith¬ 
er  from  the  Kaiser  Aluminum 
and  Chemical  Corporation 
orfrom  itsexecutives. 

Other  corporationsare  now 
getting  into  the  act.  More 
than  $57,000  had  been  raised 
by  April  9th  on  behalf  of  the 
measure  by  its  supporters, 
organized  as  People  Against 
Crime.  Among  the  major 
corporations  contributing  to 
the  Measure  A  war  chest  are 
Clorox  Co.  with  a  whopping 
$  10,000,  the  Bank  of  Ameri¬ 
ca  in  San  Francisco  with 
$2,500  and  Safeway  Stores 
with  $2,000.  In  addition, 
Kaiser  executives  contributed 
another  $4,000. 

Other  contributors  on  be¬ 
half  of  Measure  A  were  the 
Oakland  Police  Officers  As¬ 
sociation  ($5,000),  whose 
ranks  would  be  increased  by 
59  officers  if  the  measure  re¬ 
ceives  the  two-thirds  vote  it 
requires,  and  Smith  Engi¬ 
neering  and  Contract  Ser¬ 
vices  ($5,000),  a  Richmond- 
based  minority  contracting 
firm  with  close  ties  to  Oak¬ 
land  Mayor  Lionel  W  ilson. 

Incumbent  Councilmcm- 
ber  Dick  Specs,  Kaiser  Alu¬ 
minum  and  Chemical’s  vice 
president  for  public  affairs, 
has  raised  $21,990  for  his 
campaign,  even  though  his 
opponent  in  Oakland’s  Dis¬ 
trict  4,  student  Cliff  Leo  Till¬ 
man,  has  raised  only  $290 
on  his  own  behalf. 

Among  contributors  to 
Spees’s  campaign  arc  the 
law  firm  of  Farrow,  Schild- 
hause  and  Wilson  ($100), 
of  which  Mayor  Lionel  Wil¬ 
son  is  a  partner,  Calvin  Hatch 
($250),  a  business  executive 
with  the  Clorox  Co.,  execu¬ 
tives  at  KaiseT  Timothy 
Preece  ($400),  and  William 
Armentrout  ($  1 00),  the  Fluor 
Corporation  ot  Irvine  ($500), 
Wells  Fargo  and  Co.  ($200), 
Southern  Pacific  ($300)  and 
the  Mayor's  Committee  for 
Oakland,  Wilson’s  own  cam¬ 
paign  fund  ($  100). 

In  District  2,  with  the  only 
Oakland  council  race  that 
even  remotely  approaches  a 
contest,  incumbent  Mary 
Moore  is  ahead  of  challenger 
Ezell  Ware  in  the  money 
game.  Moore,  one  of  Oak¬ 
land’s  more  enlightened 
councilmembers,  has  man¬ 
aged  to  put  together  more 
than  $12,000  in  contribu¬ 
tions  and  $4,275  in  loans. 
Her  largest  contributor,  at 
$500,  is  State  Senator  Ni¬ 
cholas  Petris  (D— Alameda/ 
Contra  Costa).  Councilmem- 
ber  John  Sutter  also  contri¬ 
buted  $100. 

Ware,  a  National  Guard 
recruiter  who  is  running 
with  the  support  of  Oakland's 
landlords,  has  surprisingly 
been  able  to  muster  only 
$4,890  for  the  campaign. 
His  largest  contributor  is  a 
Berkeley-based  real  estate 
firm.  Property  Development 
Inc.,  which  chipped  in  $600. 
Ware  has  also  received  some

In  the  race  for  mayor, 
where  incumbent  Lionel 
Wilson  will  have  little  trouble 
walking  away  with  the  grand 
prize,  Wilson  has  raised  re¬ 
latively  little  money—  $  12, 124.

gers,  perennial  candidate

LATE  INTELLIGENCE 

The  results  of  a  recent  poll 
of  200  registered  voters  con¬ 
ducted  on  behalf  of  the  BCA 
slate  show  that  of  the  eight 
major  candidates  for  City 
Council,  only  two  have  gained 
more  than  a  10%  rating  in 
name  recognition  since  the 
campaign  began.  The  two 
are  incumbent  Gilda  Feller, 
running  with  the  ABC  slate, 
and  BCA's  Gus  Schultz. 

Based  partly  on  these  re¬ 
sults,  one  campaign  worker 
told  the  Guardian,  BCA  has 
decided  to  focus  its  campaign 
on  Feller’s  opposition  to  rent 
control  and  the  BCA  claim 
that  she  has  failed  to  intro¬ 
duce  a  single  legislative  mo¬ 
tion  in  her  four  years  on  the 
council.  By  focusing  on  Fel¬ 
ler’s  record,  BCA  strategists 
hope  to  rob  the  ABC  slate  of 
some  support. 

This  tactic  is  similar  to 
one  employed  by  the  Berke¬ 
ley  Democratic  Club,  ABC’s 


predecessor,  in  the  1977  City 
Council  campaign.  In  that 
campaign  the  BDC  focused 
virtually  all  its  attacks  on 
incumbent  Ying  Lee  Kelley, 
ignoring  the  other  two  can¬ 
didates.  In  that  election,  the 
BDC  swept  all  four  seats. 

★  ★  ★ 

As  is  usual  in  Berkeley 
campaigns,  the  city's  voters 
will  be  bombarded  with  li¬ 
terature  during  the  last  week 
of  the  election.  But  unlike 
past  campaigns,  the  Berke¬ 
ley  Police  Association,  which 
has  never  before  involved 
itself  in  political  campaigns, 
will  be  out  walking  precincts 
and  distributing  its  own  ma¬ 
terial  in  support  of  the  ABC 
slate.  A  copy  of  the  slick  bro¬ 
chure  distributed  by  Berke¬ 
ley’s  police  declares  that 
Berkeley’s  crime  rate  has 
gone  up  as  the  result  of  a  re¬ 
duction  of  police  personnel. 
The  piece  goes  on  to  blame 
“the  radical  majority"  for 
the  department  cuts  and  the 
subsequent  rise  in  crime.  The 
leaflet  fails  to  mention  the 
drastic  impact  of  Prop.  13, 
which  forced  an  overall  de¬ 
crease  in  the  Berkeley  city 
budget.  ■

Of  death,  workers’ 
rights  and  Cinderella

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If  I  am  dying  I  must  still  be  alive,”  says 
one  of  the  three  terminally  ill  characters 
in  Michael  Cristofer ’s  play.  The  Shad¬ 
ow  Box ,  presently  on  view  at  Berkeley 
Repertory  Theatre.  Paradoxically,  it  is 
the  struggle  to  come  to  terms  with  imminent  death 
that  gives  this  play  its  vitality. 

Cristofer  uses  a  split-focus  technique  to  consider 
how  three  very  different  fatally  ill  hospice  residents 
and  their  loved  ones  come  to  grips  with  mortality.  The 
action  takes  place  in  and  around  the  separate  cottages 
they  inhabit.  In  cottage  one  we  find  working-class  Joe 
(Charles  Dean),  his  visiting  wife  Maggie  (Roberta 
Callahan)  and  their  teenaged  son  Steve  (Bob  Babish). 
In  cottage  two  the  scholarly  and  irrepressible  Brian 
(David  Booth)  is  residing  with  his  lover  Mark  (Richard 
Rossi)  when  former  wife  Beverly  (Judith  Marx)  breez¬ 
es  in  for  a  quick  visit.  An  old,  sour-faced  woman  iron¬ 
ically  named  Felicity  (Barbara  Oliver)  is  attended  by 
her  dutiful  middle-aged  daughter  Agnes  (Mary  Turn¬ 
er)  in  the  third  cottage. 

Cristofer  has  employed  some  clever  devices  to  or¬ 
chestrate  the  actions  of  these  disparate  sets  of  charac¬ 
ters.  The  most  obvious  one  is  the  use  of  a  godlike 
unseen  psychiatrist  or  counselor  who  interviews  the 
hospice  residents  as  they  sit  in  front  of  a  “shadow  box,” 
a  one-way  mirror  that  allows  them  to  be  studied  by 
the  doctors,  nurses  and  others  who  treat  them. 
Through  this  device  we  are  able  to  get  the  first-hand 
memories  and  feelings  of  the  characters  and  also  their 
eerie  sense  of  being  observed  by  unknown  forces,  of 
looking  out  into  the  faceless  visage  of  death. 

But  the  scenes  within  the  separate  cottages  are  more 
interesting,  because  they  place  each  of  the  central 
characters  in  a  socio-familial  context,  and  illustrate 
the  way  people  react  to  one  another  under  this  partic¬ 
ular  kind  of  stress.  Joe  must  break  through  his  wife's 
massive  denial  of  his  illness,  a  denial  that  has  pre¬ 
vented  her  from  telling  their  son  the  truth.  Mark  and 
Beverly  are  both  concerned  with  their  beloved  Brian 
but  also  competitive  and  protective  of  their  “rights”  to 
him.  The  bitterness  and  strain  between  Agnes  and  her 
mother  prevent  a  final  understanding,  a  cathartic 


bonding  that  would  allow  them  to  let  go  of  one  an¬ 
other. 

This  is  a  very  full  play,  and  at  times  a  melodramatic 
and  stagey  one.  In  Jiis  desire  to  cover  a  great  deal  of 
human  territory  about  attitudes  and  responses  to 
death  and  mourning,  Cristofer  has  packed  his  dia¬ 
logue  with  speeches  reflecting  how  the  characters  feel 
and  what  they  believe,  and  sometimes  it  becomes  too 
pat,  a  little  too  neatly  arranged  and  resolved  for  us. 
But  he  also  strikes  home  with  regularity:  who  among 
us  hasn't  grappled  with  the  death  or  serious  illness  of 
someone  very  close?  Who  hasn’t  contemplated  their 
own  demise  with  some  portion  of  terror,  regret  and 
awe? 

Dennis  Bigelow’s  direction  is  effective,  with  several 
beautifully  realized  moments  of  parallel  staging  that 
make  the  common  thread  between  the  three  stories 
visible.  The  lighting  design  by  Robert  Peterson  con¬ 
tinually  directs  our  eyes  over  the  three  playing  arears  in 
a  subtle,  unshowy  manner  by  highlighting  the  rooms 
with  shadow,  bright  light  and  total  darkness. 

My  only  serious  reservation  about  the  Berkeley 
Rep’s  production  is  with  the  casting.  The  centerpiece 
of  the  play  (literally  and  visually)  is  the  segment  in¬ 
volving  the  exuberant  Brian.  David  Booth  does  well 
with  the  role,  but  Richard  Rossi  is  far  too  stolid  as 
Brian’s  lover  Mark,  a  young  man  whose  street  smarts 
can’t  protect  him  from  the  pain  of  loss  he  feels.  Judith 
Marx  is  simply  a  wrong  choice  for  Beverly.  Beverly  is 
a  been-around,  seen-it-all,  aging  coquette.  Marx 
seems  studied  and  unsure,  and  I  never  believed  in  her 
flamboyance. 

The  nuclear  family  of  Joe,  Steve  and  Maggie  is, 
however,  beautifully  realized,  with  particularly  fine 
and  understated  performances  by  Charles  Dean  and 
Roberta  Callahan.  One  feels  this  is  a  real  family, 
whose  members  know  and  belong  to  one  another. 
Mary  Turner’s  vocal  delivery  is  often  repetitive  in  the 
part  of  Agnes,  but  her  face  is  expressive  and  seems 
permanently  tear-stained.  It  looks  as  though  it  were 
shaped  by  disappointment  and  grief.  Barbara  Oliver 
makes  a  fine  and  pitiable  Felicity. 

★  ★  ★ 

The  popular  women’s  theater  company,  Lilith,  has 
fashioned  a  lively  new  show  about  hotel  maids  in  San 
Francisco.  Exit  the  Maids  introduces  us  to  four  strong, 
compelling  women  who  earn  their  bread  cleaning  up 
after  other  people,  and  it  invokes  some  genuine  sym¬ 
pathy  for  and  understanding  of  their  plight.  Using 
interviews  with  hotel  workers  and  accounts  of  last 
year’s  long  hotel  maid’s  strike  as  the  basis  for  the  piece, 
the  ensemble  has  created  some  funny  and  very  believ¬ 
able  characters.  Jasmine  (Marga  Gomez)  is  a  tough, 
rebellious  young  woman  who  is  resentful  of  getting 
the  short  end  of  the  tourist  trade  and  ready  to  fight  for 
change.  Jenny  (Kitty  Tsui),  employed  in  the  hotels  for 
20  years,  has  reserves  of  strength  and  resilience  be¬ 
neath  her  placid  demeanor.  Cleo  (Deb’bora)  has  been 
promoted  to  the  unpleasant  job  of  inspectoress  but  her 
heart  is  still  with  the  maids,  and  Esperance  (Shirley 
Bossier)  is  an  eager- to- please  newcomer  on  the  scene. 

Through  upbeat  songs  and  brief  skits  we  get  an  idea 
of  the  conditions  of  their  work  and  the  reasons  for  the 


resulting  strike.  The  musical  segments  are  delightful: 
from  the  mimed  routine  called  The  Work  (which  has 
Esperance  racing  around  a  hotel  room  trying  to  clean 
it  in  the  allotted  six  minutes)  to  the  wily  “Cleo’s  Song," 
illustrating  the  problems  of  being  caught  somewhere 
between  management  and  labor,  to  the  hilarious 
‘Tourist  Trap,"  which  is  sung  by  a  pair  of  wigged-out 
San  Francisco  tourists  who  discover  "If  you’re  looking 
for  someone  who  can’t  relate/People  here  are  really 
great.” 

There  is  the  slenderest  of  plots  revolving  around  the 
strike  and  whether  Cleo  will  eventually  join  her  sister 
workers  on  the  picket  line,  and  the  attempt  to  portray 
a  surrealistic  Genet-like  maid’s  Twilight  Zone  in  the 
prologue  and  epilogue  fall  flat.  But  when  the  charac¬ 
ters  are  interacting  with  one  another  and  telling  it  like 
it  is  directly  to  the  audience,  the  show  has  a  great  deal 
of  verve,  energy  and  conviction.  The  performances 
are  strong  (though  the  singing  could  use  some  work), 
and  Shirley  Bossier  has  a  particularly  zany  aplomb 
when  she  delivers  great  lines  like  “I’m  not  really  effi¬ 
cient,  I’m  just  compulsive.” 

The  direction  is  by  Judith  Nihel’,  Michele  Linfante 
and  Joan  Mankin,  the  lighting  (which  was  not  quite 
together  on  opening  night)  is  by  Bobby  Rothschild, 
and  the  vivacious  musical  direction  is  handled  by  Jane 
Hastay. 

★  ★  ★ 

Some  performers  don’t  have  to  say  much,  they  are 
wonderful  just  to  watch:  Ken  Jenkins  is  one  of  them. 
Lean  and  spare,  with  a  cascade  of  long  grey  hair  and  a 
face  like  a  double-edged  blade,  she  conveys  a  great 
deal  through  the  wav  she  moves,  and  she  chooses  her 
movements  carefully.  In  her  new  piece  Cinderella  (If 
the  Shoe  Fits)  she  embodies  many  characters.  Her 
Cinderella  is  a  lonely  dreamer  who  reaches  out  her 
long  arms  into  the  lonely  night.  Her  wicked  step¬ 
mother  wears  an  imperious  mask  of  cool  control  and 
manipulation.  As  the  prince  who  saves  Cinderella, 
Jenkins  adopts  an  I-can-handle-it  swagger  and 
squared-off  shoulders.  And  the  two  ugly  stepsisters 
emerge  as  desperate,  hovering  scavenger  birds. 

Jenkins  retells  the  Cinderella  myth  with  a  psycho¬ 
logical  interpretation  that  makes  marvelous  use  of  her 
physical  skills.  In  her  treatment  the  fairytale  becomes 
an  exploration  of  the  lives  of  women  who  are  full  of 
desires  but  cannot  activate  them.  They  wait  instead  to 
be  “rescued”  from  their  limited  lives  by  princes. 

It  is  a  very  interesting  piece,  but  it  is  sometimes 
sabatoged  by  a  script  that  makes  too  much  self-con¬ 
scious  use  of  language.  It’s  as  though  Jenkins  had  de¬ 
veloped  the  piece  through  extensive  improvisation  and 
been  able  to  distill  its  essence  in  movements  but  not  in 
words:  What  she  shows  us  with  great  economy  she 
also  tells  us  in  far  too  many  words. 

When  Jenkins  pares  her  material  down  to  the 
supple  root  her  piece  is  intriguing  and  very  theatrical. 
The  lighting  design  by  Al  Wunder  does  a  great  deal  to 
help  define  the  emotional  states  explored  within  the 
piece.  The  set  by  Hideo  Yoshida  creates  a  bowerlike 
proscenium  with  long  streamers  of  light  cloth.  The 
frilly  chorus  is  engaging,  and  Ruth  Zaporah  has  skill¬ 
fully  directed.  ■

Going  Ape! 

Lately,  at  least  we  gotClint  East- 
wood  along  with  the  orangutan, 
but  this  movie's  multiplied  the 
monkey  by  three,  then  taken 
away  the  number  you'd  first 
think  ot,  and  produced  three 
primates  who  turn  out  lo  be  the 
principals  in  this  idiotic  flick. 
Not  surprising,  since  they're  the 


best  acting,  best  behaving  and 
most  intelligent  members  in  a 
collection  of  monkeyshines  con¬ 
cerning  a  millionaire  (no,  he

The  local  Zoo¬ 
logical  Society  wants  to  do 
away  with  the  monkeys  and  get 
their  hands  on  the  money,  but 
although  at  one  point  in  the  plot 
(?)  the  bad  guys  pump  laughing 
gas  into  the  picture  it's  useless, 
and  even  the  three-  to  five-year- 
olds  at  whom  it's  all.apparently 
aimed  will  have  a  hard  time  find¬ 
ing  anything  that'll  make  them 
laugh.  (Alhambra  2,  SF) 

From  Mao  to  Mozart 

Those  for  whom  music  is  a  way 
of  life  and  a  vital  means  of  com¬ 
munication  will  discover  this  88- 
minute,  Isaac  Stern-featuring 
documentary  to  be  a  delight.  On 
a  recent  three-week  nonprofes¬ 


sional  visit  to  China  the  great 

violinist  was  persuaded  not  only 
to  play  but  to  advise  and  offer 
his  concepts  of  music  to  young 
Chinese  students.  The  results 
of  this  Cultural  exchange  were 
fascinating.  The  students  had  a 
limited  approach  to  Western 
music  and.  as  Stern  puts  it,  "are 
not  used  to  passion  and  variety 
of  color."  Fie  finds  their  tech¬ 
nical  approach  old-fashioned: 
that  "they  don't  understand  the 
music,  they  just  play  the  notes," 
so  he  supplements  his  correc¬ 
tive  comments  with  deft  and 
amusing  demonstrations.  These 
alternate  with  glimpses  of  the 
always  rapt  audiences,  small 
samples  of  Chinese  life  and 
comparisons  between  the  much 


more  Westernized  Shanghai  as 

opposed  to  Peking.  A  charming 
and  unusual  film  whose  pro¬ 
ceeds  will  help  further  similar 
China/U.S.  exchanges.  (Ghirar- 
delli.SF) 


Excalibur 

Was  there  really  a  King  Arthur? 
Director/writer  John  Boorman 
may  or  may  not  believe  so,  and 
thereby  hangs  the  problem  with 
this  picture.  Oh.  all  the  charac¬ 
ters  are  there:  Guenevere,  Mor¬ 
gana,  Sir  Gawain,  Perceval  et 
al,  and  the  film's  full  of  jousting 
and  some  of  the  most  butcher¬ 
ing,  backed-up-by-Wagner  bat¬ 
tles  imaginable  that  certainly 
keep  it  moving  right  along.  But 


it's  also  crammed  full  of  cine¬ 
matic  tricks,  and  just  as  one 
begins  to  adjust  to  what  seems 
to  be  Boorman's  serious  view¬ 
point.  the  concept  is  complete¬ 
ly  altered  by  Nicol  Williamson 
as  Merlin  hamming  it  up  with  a 
whimsical  line  ("It's  lonely,  the 
way  of  a  necromancer").  Swords 
pierce  impenetrable  armor 
(which,  in  addition  to  the  often 
confusing  story,  makes  it  diffi¬ 
cult  to  know  who's  fighting 
whom),  but  perhaps  it's  just  as 
well  there's  so  much  bloody 
battling  because,  Williamson 
aside,  and  not  to  put  too  fine  a 
point  on  Excalibur,  the  rest  of 
the  cast  is  about  as  animated  as 
the  stone  the  sword's  set  in. 
(Metro.  SF)  ■

As  a 
bar,  this  is  the  best  option  of  the 
big  touristy  places  at  the  wharf  — 
with  an  added  bonus:  during  day¬ 
light  hours  (and  sometimes  at 
night),  they  announce  the  name, 
destination  and  point  of  origin  of 
ships  passing  into  and  out  of  the 
Golden  Gate.  From  the  bar,  which 
includes  a  long  row  of  tables  right 
next  to  the  sweeping  picture  win¬ 
dows,  yourview  includes  the  Gold¬ 
en  Gate  Bridge,  Marin,  Angel  and 
Alcatraz  Islands,  the  San  Francis¬ 
co  piers  —  even  a  bit  of  the  Bay 
Bridge.  Excellent  waterfront  ac¬ 
tion.  Moderate  prices,  too. 

Mission  Rock  Resort,  817  China 
Basin,  621-5538.  Here’s  a  good 
antidote  for  anyone  who  thought 
every  waterfront  bar  was  over¬ 
priced  and  packed  with  tourists. 
Sit  out  on  the  back  deck  as  you 
knock  down  a  couple  of  six-packs 
and  drink  in  the  stunning  view  of 
the  fish-cleaning  trough  down  at 
pier-side,  or  perhaps  of  the  Beth¬ 
lehem  Steel  shipyards  across  the 
way  (good  dry-dock  action),  or,  off 
in  the  haze,  the  splendors  of  Oak¬ 
land.  Truth  is,  it’s  one  of  our  favor¬ 
ite  waterfront  hangouts,  even  de¬ 
spite  a  haphazard  modernization 
effort  and  some  occasional  mis¬ 
guided  media  attempts  to  make  it 
trendy.  The  prices  aren’t  inflated, 
the  view  is  just  fine  —  and  the  sun 
is  warmer  than  at  Fisherman's 
Wharf,  too,  since  you’re  sheltered 
from  the  wind  here. 

Peer  Inn,  Pier  33  (Bay  and  Embarc¬ 
adero),  788-1411.  The  view  includes 
Pier  35,  where  passenger  liners 
still  arrive  and  depart  —  watch 
newspapers  for  sailing  schedules 
and  then  hie  on  down  to  this  bar 
to  catch  the  action.  A  bubble-top 
enclosure  over  the  tables  right  by 
the  water  increases  the  airy  feel. 
Tokyo  Sukiyaki,  225  Jefferson,  775- 
9030.  Considering  that  there  are 
some  pleasing  views  available  at 
Fisherman’s  Wharf,  it’s  surprising 
that  most  of  the  big  restaurants 
there  don’t  offer  a  bar  from  which 
you  can  easily  look  at  the  water. 
This  Japanese  place  does  —  with 
a  view  across  the  street  directly  at 
the  main  fishing-boat  piers,  very 
salty  and  nice. 

Eagle  Cafe,  Pier  39, 433-3689.  Time 
warp:  wade  through  the  generally 
plastic  environment  of  Pier  39, 
step  inside  the  door  of  this  place 
just  at  the  pier’s  beginning,  and 
you’ll  be  back  in  the  1960s,  or  the 
1950s,  or  the  1940s,  or  before.  We 
didn't  like  the  idea  that  they  had1 


foundations  across  the  street  (be¬ 
cause  of  the  massive  development 
along  the  Embarcadero),  but  once 
you’re  inside,  all  is  remarkably  the 
same  as  before  —  the  old  salty 
decor  and  the  old  salty  characters 
remain  blessedly  unchanged.  We 
haven’t  seen  many  tourists  here, 
either.  Amazingly  reasonable 
drink  prices  —  the  best  drinking 
bargain  on  the  pier. 

The  Cliff  House,  PhineasT.  Barna¬ 
cle  bar,  1090  Point  Lobos,  386- 
3330.  The  crowd  can  be  enormous 
and,  frankly,  a  bit  off-putting,  but 
when  you  want  a  view  of  the  Pacif¬ 
ic  coast  and  Seal  Rocks  and  even, 
on  a  good  day,  of  the  Farallon  Is¬ 
lands  (not,  to  mention  tankers, 
fishing  boats  and  pleasure  craft 
plying  the  waters),  this  is  the  place 
togo.  Fireplace  as  well. 

EAST  BAY 

Dock  of  the  Bay,  235  University, 
Berk,  (on  the  marina),  845-7656.  An 
exceptionally  handsome  place, 
with  its  light  wood,  picture  win¬ 
dows  offering  expansive  views  of 
boats  and  water,  comfortable  seat¬ 
ing,  sunken  area  with  couches 
surrounding  the  (gas)  fire,  etc. 
Enormously  popular  in  the  early 
evening,  when  people  come  for 
the  free  hors  d’oeuvres  (weekdays 
5:30-7:30),  for  the  pleasant  jazz 
piano  and  mostly  for  the  convivial 
atmosphere.  There’s  live  music  at 
night  Thurs.-Sun.,  and  when  it's 
not  on,  you’ll  likely  be  treated  to 
the  good  sounds  of  KJAZ  over  an 
excellent  sound  system. 

Quinn's  Lighthouse,  Embarcadero 
Cove,  Oakl.  536-2050.  A  somewhat 
trendy  but  enormously  sunny 
place.  The  bar  area,  on  the  top 
floor,  wraps  around  a  central  col¬ 
umn  (the  base  of  the  old  light¬ 
house),  with  windows  on  four 
sides.  Good  deck  area.  View  down 
on  boating  activity,  including  both 
pleasure  craft  and  an  old  fishing- 
boat  pier;  and  across  the  estuary 
to  the  Coast  Guard’s  Government 
Island,  a  rarely  seen  sight. 

Red  Sails,  2337  Blanding,  Alame¬ 
da,  552-4536.  This  is  more  the  old¬ 
er  Oakland  Raiders  crowd.  The 
inside  of  the  bar  isn't  much  to 
look  at,  but  the  deck  — right  down 
by  the  water  —  is  funkier  than  at 
Quinn’s.  It  also  affords  excellent 
views  of:  (a)  strong  tidal  currents 
in  the  estuary;  (b)  lots  of  industrial 
activity,  sand  pits  and  the  like 
across  the  water;  and  (c)  best  of 
all,  if  you're  lucky,  the  marvelous 
drawbridge  raising  all  the  way  up 
to  let  a  puny  sailboat  through,  very 
impressive.  (4/15/81)

MICROGROOVES 


JOE  SIMON:  Glad  You  Came 

My  Way  (Posse).  At  the  height 
of  the  disco  craze,  handsome 
soul  singer  Joe  Simon  took  to 
wearing  bouffant  wigs,  dangling 
earrings,  heavy  eye  makeup 
and  glitter  robes  in  order  to  cap¬ 
ture  a  younger  audience.  It 
didn't  work,  however,  but  in¬ 
stead  caused  much  specula¬ 
tion  about  his  sexual  orientation 
by  his  older  fans.  Now,  as  if  to 
reaffirm  his  masculinity,  the 
one-time  East  Bay  resident  has 
grown  a  beard  and  has  returned 
to  Nashville,  the  scene  of  his 
1969-70  hits,  "The  Chokin'  Kind" 
and  "Your  Time  To  Cry.”  Sim- 


LEE  HILDEBRAND 

on's  silky  one-of-a-kind  voice, 
which  ranges  from  a  husky  bari¬ 
tone  to  a  floating  high  tenor,  has 
always  been  best  suited  to 
country  ballads  and  producer 
Porter  Wagoner  (Dolly  Parton's 
old  singing  partner)  succeeds  in 
bringing  out  Simon's  finest 
qualities,  blanketing  his  almost- 
operatic  pipes  in  a  lush  quilt  of 
strings.  While  the  uptempo  tunes 
don't  have  quite  enough  punch, 
Simon  is  absolutely  magnificent 
on  such  ballads  as  "Magnolia," 
"Are  We  Breakin'  Up,"  "No  Re¬ 
lief  in  Sight,"  "Baby,  When  Love  Is 
in  Your  Heart  (It's  in  Your  Eyes)" 
and  the  haunting  title  song. 


T-BONE  WALKER:  T-Bone 
Jumps  Again  (Charly),  Long 
unavailable,  these  1942-49  re¬ 
cordings  by  the  late  electric 
blues  guitar  pioneer  Aaron  Thi- 
baux  Walker  are  among  the 
most  important  in  the  history  of 
American  music.  His  influence 
on  blues,  and  indirectly  on  the 
rock  and  roll  that  would  follow, 
was  as  profound  as  that  of 
Charlie  Christian  in  the  jazz 
field.  Paralleling  the  migration 
patterns  of  black  people  during 
World  War  II,  Walker  almost 
single-handedly  took  the  blues 
out  of  the  country  into  the  city 
(in  his  case,  from  Linden,  Texas 
to  Hollywood,  California).  Re¬ 
flecting  this  new  urban  lifestyle, 
he  sings  "You've  got  a  head  full 
of  nothin’  but  stage,  screen  and 
radio”  on  "Bobby  Sox  Blues," 
echoing  his  smooth,  urbane 
vocals  with  crisp,  often  double- 
timed  guitar  figures.  Included 
on  this  16-cut  British  import  are 
the  original  versions  of  such 
classics  as  "Mean  Old  World," 
"Call  It  Stormy  Monday"  and 
"T-Bone  Shuffle."  ■

average  of  13.0  per  1,000. 
The  national  rate  was  15. 1  in 
1977. 

Since  1978,  the  project, 
with  the  participation  of  16 
community  medical  clinics 
and  health  agencies,  has  pro¬ 
vided  prenatal  care  to  about 
1,400  women  and  reached 
another  16,000  through  its 
health,  sex  and  nutrition 
education  programs.  East 
Bay  Regional  Perinatal  Plan 
statistician  Judith  Ellis  told 
the  hearing. 

Ellis  said  preliminary  fig¬ 
ures  show  that  the  project's 
participants  had  an  infant 
mortality  rate  about  60% 
less  than  East  Oakland's 
1978  rate. 

But  "despite  its  apparent 
success,  OPHP  was  designed 


to  last  only  three  years  and 
its  funding  is  due  to  expire  in 
July. 

“Unless  the  state  or  the 
feds  pay  for  it,  the  program 
will  not  exist.  The  private 
sector  cannot  and  will  not 
provide  this  care,  ”  according 
to  Dr.  Vicki  Alexander,  an 
obstetrician-gynecologist  at 
San  Francisco  General  Hos¬ 
pital. 

Several  speakers  also  em¬ 
phasized  that  comprehen¬ 
sive  health  care  before  birth 
is  cost-effective.  The  average 
cost  of  a  pregnancy  care 
package  at  East  Bay  medical 
clinics  is  about  $1,200.  That 
compares  to  a  price  tag  of 
about  $46,000  to  keep  a  pre¬ 
mature  or  underweight  baby 
alive  in  the  intensive  care 
nursery  units  at  Children's 
Hospital  in  Oakland  or  the 
UC  Medical  Center  in  San 
Francisco. 


Infant  mortality  primari¬ 
ly  affects  poor  communities, 
those  lacking  adequate  ac¬ 
cess  to  health  care  and  edu¬ 
cation.  East  Oakland  is  no 
exception.  Its  infant  mortality 
rate  is  about  six  times  great¬ 
er  than  the  neighboring,  pre¬ 
dominantly  wealthy  Oak¬ 
land  Hillsarea.  In  1978,  Cal¬ 
ifornia's  black  infant  mortal¬ 
ity  rate  was  103%  higher 
than  the  white  rate.
